Having had the good fortune to inspect 
salmon cannery in operation, it has 00- 
urred to me that it might be of interest 
o rny old Janesville friends to learn how 
neso fish are prepared for the market, 
will, therefore, endeavor to givo them 
s lucid a description as possible of all 
hat came under my observation: 


The cannery at this place is a small 


ones are passed to'a 'gang of workmen 
with soldering'irons, by whom the leaks 
Bremondedj'tbefgood ones are placed 
in circular iron trays some four feet in 
diameter, fitted with chain slings and 
bottomsflf grating. .Here the holes in 
the centers of the lids are soldered up. 


The trays, filled with ciins, aro placed

The building,' combining cannery 


store, dwelling house, mess rooms and 
sleeping rooms for the fishermen, is a 
one story" affair built on the end of a 
wharf, both foroonvenionce in receiving 
the fish fromjttie fishing boat", and for 
shipping tho'cases'bysteamer to Astoria 


Along the wharf are racks on which 


the gill nets ore spread during the day 
for drying, sad where tho fishermen can 
get at them to make necessary repairs. 


There are about twenty boats working 


for this cannery, with two men to a boat^ 
ono to row and one to pay out the net. 
The Balmbn'are.oanght at night, the nets 
boing aet.a'cross the channel at the top 
of tha flood tide and allowed to drif* 
down with the ebb. Tho fish swimmiag 
in from seaward got their hoods through 
the meshes of the net and entangle their 
gills. • AB tte size of tho meshes ia reg- 
ulated by law, all fish boloiv a certain 
•weight pass through. 
After the catch 


haa been made, the men haul the net 
into the boat, one tf them ready wiih a 
gaff to book the salmon as they approach 
tbo surraoo, and to haul them io, thuB 
relieving the'strain on tho net, and pre- 
venting tho fish from escaping. A night's 
work for ono boat vanes from thirty to 
ono hundred salmon averaging 
from 


twenty-five to thirty pounds in woight, 
an occasional one weighing cs high as 
sixty pounds. 


The fishermen are mostly Greeks and 


Italians who come up from 'Frsco and 
Sacramento fo_r .'the aeanon. They aro 
given thoir'bpard, lodging aud fuel, and 
are jpaidi--fifteen- cents a lish, which 
amount IB "divided between tho two men 
who w.ork tbe not. | 


The canning is done entirely by China- 


men, of whom there are about forty em- 
ployed. Their pay averages fitly cents a 
day' for ten hours work. 


Before following the process of can- 


ning, I will mention that the establish- 
ment "s snpp''.ed with machines far mak- 
ing and soldering the cans, and for mak- 
ing the .^dsl. .The latter aro, by one op- 
eration, punched from a piece of flat tin, 
tho odge turned, and a small ^holo made 
in the center of the lid. Tho cans hav 
ing been made, are placed, minus tho lid 
in trsyB-whioh are carried to .the salting 
bench. Here the tray is shoved under a 
perforated board so arranged that there 
ia a holo over tho center ot each can 
Salt is scraped 'quickly over the holes 
with a stick, so that a itablespoonfol falls 
into each can. They are then transferred 
to the.oannorj. 


Tho solmon having been carefully, 
counted and credited to the proper boats, 
are thrown in a hrap at one.end of the 
buA'diog, Biid a re hauled, one at a time 
jo a ferocious looking Chinaman armed 
with a long butcher knife, and dressed 
in en oi^kin suit reeking with blood.

the can. I know it is. the gsneral :m, 
pression that the lish rre cooked before 
canning, but such -i.-by. no nopns the 
case. With a wooden shovel the chopped 
salmon is oar.ied from the biu to tho 
canning table, whero eight or ten men 
are at work putting the raw fish :ito tho 
cans and ramming it homo with tha 
fingers. 


The f'.ed cans aro placed in trays and 


carried.*-o a .bench, .where .each..can is 
weighed. All that fall below a ceiiain 
weight (one pound in this case) are put 
to one side and refilled; the of hers ore 
placed, ono at a time, in n vertical posi- 
tion between two revolving disks and 
held there by pressing a foot lever. As 
they turn, a thin sheet of waui water 
strikes them at a tangent, wlnlo a mon 
with a sponge gives them a wipe. After 
washing, tho cans go to three or four 
men whoso business it is to put on the 
lids. They aro then passed to the solder- 
ing machine. Here each can ia placed 
horizontally between two revolving disks^ 
and as it turns, another disk presses 
against tue edge of the lid and makes 
8 tight joint. Tnis done, the can is lib- 
erated and rolled along .between guides, 
the motion being conveyed by an end- 
less chain whioh moves-above ttho cane, 
tho bight of the chain just slack enough 
to|touch[tho cans acd roll them. In 
this way the lid edge ia rolled through a 
trough ^containing muriatic acid, and

With all this care, 
however, imperfect'cans are frequent, so 
that as thoy aro received after their jour- 
ney from .the soldering machine, each 
one IB carefully l_inspected.

Afler this test they aro boxed up in 


caaes containing four dozen eaoh, and are 
ready for shipment to Astoria. There 
ihey aie labeled and indued to the mar- 
ket.I know of no bettor way of closing this 
article tbun by relating a fish story or two. 
There is a groat deal iu the life of a aal- 
monupon which ichthyoloS'Sts can only 
conjecture. He- is spawned in froah water 
and is supposed fj live there until ho is 
about two years old. The names fji'so 
and parr aro applied to what are sup- 
posed to be the younc aalmoa, though 
Homo authorities claim that these arc, not 
salmon at all but a species of trout. At 
all events, attar a certaic period in fresh 
waler the salmon run to sea. What be- 
comes of them there and what they feed 
upon is wholly unknown. When the 
spawning season 10 at hand they run back 
to fresh water, and this is the time thoy 
Q'e caught, Tuey r!ways ian tho same 
time ot tbo year, from August fo October 
on this coast. One peculiar feature is 
thai a certain npecies of salmon is always 
found in certain localities. For instance 
thia boy is only forty miles south of tho 
Columbia, and yet tho salmon here are 
very different f-om those which run in 
that live-. Hero portions of the back of 
tho Eah ara ao tsugh that they have to 
be stripped off, an operation unnecessary 
with Columbia r^ver salmon. 


In Alaska, where wo were working in 


1S82 aud 1853, wo had two distinct rure, 
ono the tlrst part ot AutJst, and ono the 
latter part of September. I have seen 
the selmon so tl"ck there in the freah 
water crreH that it was with [difficulty I 
could wade across without being knock- 
ed down by tbem. Wo hauled the seine 
in oce of-tho harbors [tbore, and caaght 
over a thousand fiah at one haul. 


Tho way iu whioh they stem rapids 


and leap cascades iis eomofbing almost 
incredible. I remember [of their being 
in one pailJcnlar oreek neor our anchor 
age, to . reach which they 
must have 


ascended a nearly perpendicular [cascade 
of about twenty feet in height, and then 
have breasted a strong current for pome 
hundred yards before quiet water could 
have been reached.
